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The Team wa -s to be augmented at Wiesbaden by Captain Mai oolm Kowgate, T,C. , 
who had gone there with some prisoners earlier, and at Paris by Corporal, Biggin, 
Royal Signals, with the radio set "VALET". 

The earlier part of the trip was taken up largely with clearing, the Team 
with various authorities, first at Paris with S.I.D. ETOUSA ' ■ 

then at Wiesbaden with 12th Army Group 
then at Frankfurt with SHAEF, Naval Target Subdivision 
then at Heidelberg with T-secti on, 6th Army Group 
then at Lindau with French 1st Arrride, Section T. 
then at Freising with the Intelligence. Center, 3rd Artny 
and later at Salaburg with II' Corps, &-2 

The Earlier objectives were disposed of in the following ways; 

1 . ' At Nonnenhom near Lindau. Lieutenant, Phillips was contacted, 

and a box of documents collected from him. It appeared 
that they had come from Innsbruck, and that two of the 
original.’ purposes -of the trip were really one. 

2. Innrain 9 in Innsbruck was visited nevertheless, and. found to 
'be in very bad condition. It. had already been visited by 

seven or eight different parties, and previous to that had 
been set afire and then wet by the fire department. 

Although supposedly exploited, there was some doubt that, 
there might not be things there of value. ■ Consequently 
the Team returned by way of Innsbruck and collected all the 
remaining material which might conceivably be of interest, 

■ leaving behind only that which was already known or was 'in 
unusable condition. 

3. Li euiienant Colonel Schroter, who was to be contacted either 

in Paris or in Wiesbaden, was missed at both plaoes (he 
skipped Paris and left Wiesbaden three days before the Team 
arrived). .Radio enquiries assured us that Vierling was 
being taken care of, so Team 4 dropped the matter. - 

4. Lieutenants Besant and Coggin of N.IiD.30- A.U. were met at 

Frankfurt with two trucks and a jeep and five other ranks. 

Lieutenant Commander Riley of N.T.S. had the list of 
targets annotated as above (an asterisk means that the 
target had been visited at least once) . Thereafter ' 

Lieutenants Besant and Coggin considered themselves 
attached to Team 4. Their orders expired on 30th June, 
but wfere extended on request., On the return trip 30 A.U. 
left Team 4 at Innsbruck. The targets on their, list 
which are marked with + signs were visited by Team 4. 

Other* objectives wdrb assigned by radio,. The first was to search the 
Schliersee area for traces of the archives of OKW/Ghi. This Was done very 
thoroughly with the help of a member of the Bavarian mountain police. Later 
the Team was directed to locate five persons of Oberst Boetzel's staff*. 

This job was only- begun when orders came to return to England.

‘ Details of these movements can be found in the attached log (See Section 
II) . Particulars of individual investigations are appended to the log (See 
Section III) . 

In general every area visited wp.s being covered adequately either by 
special groups sent to particular targets, or by the routine organisations of 
Army G-2, Division -S“2,, C.I.C., or Military Government. In particular, 
however, Innrain 9 was not being covered completely from the Sigint point’ of 
view, nor had the authorities at Schliersee heard of Dr. Schaedel or OKW 
offices. It was at these two targets that Team 4 was able 'to conduct investi- 
gations the results- of which, even though largely negative, were more sub- 
stantial than those the regular authorities were able to provide.

2. To report to Director, S.I.D. ETOUSA, before proceeding. 

In addition, three further considerations made a visit to Paris desirable:

REPORT 'OF TRIP TO MARBURG AS ESCORT 
✓ -» • 

At" 0530 on 8th June, one' truck and one coach, with Captain J. Magilavy, 
U.S.A., and Captain M. A. G. Howgate, I.C., left Bletchley, arriving at the 
Oratory School, Knightsbridge, at 0715. Here, eighteen German male civilians 
and four German female civilians were collected and taken under guard to 
Northholt Aerodrome. Here the civilians, with baggage, and with Captain 
Howgate as escort, enplaned at 1040 for Frankfurt, Captain Ivlagilavy returning 
to Bletchley with the transport. 

1 \ ' 

' The party arrived at Frankfurt Aerodrome at 1310 and were met by two' 
details. The first was 'a truck- from Lieutenant Colonel Allen, with orders 
to proceed with the party to Lieutenant Colonel Allen's Headquarters at 
Rue3selshein. The second was the routine aerodrome authorities* transport ‘ 
in charge of a U.S. Amy Captain, who had no orders about the civilians 
Captain Howgate decided, therefore, ■ to act on Lieutenant'Colonel .Allen’s • 
instructions, and reported with the civilians to him at Ruesselsheim at 1445* 

Lieutenant Colonel Allen then informed Captain Howgate that the driver ' 
of the truck had. mistaken the orders, and that the party was to proceed to 
Marburg to contact- Captain Lockwood. At 1805 the party -arrived 'at Marburg 
and Captain Howgate contacted Captain Lockwood,, who knew nothing of the 
arrival of the civilians or what he was to do with them. 

It was finally decided to put the civilian's in a hotel under security 
, guard. Captain Lockwood's assistant gave Captain Howgate a receipt for the 

civilians, and Captain Howgate left Marburg at 1030 on 9th June, arriving at 
Wiesbaden at 13 1 5> where he reported to Major Zaharias at G-2", 12th Amy " 
Group H*Q.

■ Captain Howgate' ranained in Wiesbaden until the arrival of TIC0M Team 4 
on Monday, 17th June. 



REPORT 2 ' . ... 

ISLAND OF MAINAU, LAKE CONSTANCE 

-- ✓ 

Visited bn 22nd June by Lieutenant Talbot-Ponsonby and 30 U.A. 

Mainau was a 30 A.U. target, certain experimental stations from 
Peenenuende being reported as having evacuated to Mainau. 

: The island is being used by the French Army as a rehabilitation centre 

for displaced persons. Access to the building was refused by the sentry on 
the grounds that the island was neutral territory, the property of Prince 
Bemadotte of 'Sweden. Contact was made with the Senior Medical Officer who 
said that everything that the Germans had left had been removed, and that 
the island had already been visited by sJ;wo British Intelligence Officers. 
Passes to enter the Establishment, he said, were to be had in Constance. 

This 'proved impracticable, as once more the Sultan of Morocoo was present. 

A grandiose parade was in progress, involving the passing of hundreds of ... 
troops, tanks, etoV; and the whole official work of the town had ceased.

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REPORT 3 

, VISIT TO BREGEHZ AND DQRHBIRN, 23rd - JUNE 

Lieutenant Commander Campaigns, Lieutenants Besant and Talbot-Ponsonby, 
and Captain Howgate called on Sdouritd Militaire at Bregenz to inquire about 
communications targets. He mentioned a station near Lauterach. The party 
fourd it after many detours, to find it a broadcasting station now in use by 
the French. 

From there we went to see an expert, Schubert (German), in Dombirn, 
who turned out to be expert in broadcasting. He told us of OK’// transmitting 
at Ruf stein. /mother tall tale was about -s mobile broadcasting unit crossing 
into Austria about 22nd April, the day he arrived to take over the station.

KUFSTEIN 



Visited on 26th June by Lieutenants Huntington and Talbot-Ponsoriby . 

The Austrian Director of Radio -Vorarlberg at Dombim, a civilian and 
interested in nothing beyond public broadcasting, informed us that the Kufstein 
area was the best one to search after Wehrmacht transmitting stations. In 
Kufstein Major Veal of the Military Government said that no information at all 
was available on the subject of .Wehrmacht installations other than purely' 
military, but ’that at his billet on the Heehtsee nearby certain Radar ejqperi- 
ments had taken place. These had been investigated already by Lieutenant H.V. 
Gre enough, Jr., ILS.N.R., who had removed all he had wanted. 

The Heehtsee was not visited. 



REPORT 7 • ' • - . 

SCHLIERSEE - 27th, 28th, 29th JUKE 



/ # On the basis of information supplied by Oberst Kettler to Lieutenant 
Nuelsen of TICOM Team 6 (See Section II, Log for 24th, 25th June, HIT 3 and 
HIT 4), according to which the archives of OKW/Chi were in the custody of a 
certain Dr. Schaedel in Schliersee early in May, this target became one of 
Team 4* a two principal and most promising targets. The Team had good hopes 
of success from the moment that Captain Weston, of the Military Government, 
introduced Hauptmann Kunz, who stated his belief that the Wehrmacht bad left 
many boxes of documents hidden. in the. neighbourhood. 

\ 

Hauptmann Kunz, who wore civilian clothes and the armband of the Military 
Government Police, had, before the war, been a captain in the Vienna police. 
Shortly after the Anschluss he was transferred, to Northern Germany, and 
throughout the war he had been assigned to police duty in' various places in 
the Baltic and North Sea areas, returning .finally to the South for duty at 
Munich. This information, given by himself, was corroborated by the Mili'tary 
Government, which further stated that he was now of considerable help to them 
in locating fugitive Nazis. With the permission of the Military Government, 
he carried a pistol in his brief case. He hoped that he would be able to 
return to Vienna as soon as possible, since there he would be better qualified 
than he was in Bavaria to identify beyond all question individuals whose former 
activities had aided the Nazis. In the opinion of the Team, after two days of 
association with him, he is trustworthy. His search, though unsuccessful, was 
thorough in investigating every place which might reasonably have been expeoted 
to yield results, and there was evidence at each place that this expectation ' 
was indeed reasonable. . 

It should be mentioned that Hauptmann Kunz was, during our stay, affiliated 
with the Freiheits§.ktion Bayern (F.A.B.), to the Headquarters of which he took 
the Team. . The avowed purpose of F.A.B, is to oi<?a_r Bavaria of war criminals. 

On the first- day the Team searched the following places;

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The hospitals are being run as German Amy hospitals \mder German control 
with their. .own medical staffs. The actual buildings were two former hotels, 
and one former S.A. Schule. Beyond one or two empty boxes, no evidence of 
Wehrmacht occupation was found. At Kunz f s suggestion, Team 4 interviewed 
Oberst Mars an and Major Amsing, but they had both been in Schliersee as 
patients' only and knew of no other Wehrmacht activities in the area. In the 
annex to the S.A. Schule were found many personnel files relating to the S.A. 
that had been in the place, but of no interest to the Team. The Military 
Government were aware of their presence, the documents being guarded by the 
caretaker of the house who had had them arranged in an orderly fashion. 

The visit to the railway station yielded nothing beyond two closed rail- 
way trucks belonging to the Luftwaffe, which had been broken into by wandering 
Russian Displaced Persons, looted and considerably damaged. ‘ These contained 
no more than’ photographic reconnaissance gear and papers. 

In the basement of the school were found a number of teleprinter machines, 
which had come from the communications department formerly in the Hotel 
Freudenberg. Neither the schoolmaster nor the caretaker knew anything about 
them. The school book deposit contained nothing but old school text books, 

as-seribled for destruction at the hands of the Allies. 

/ 

The Post Office and Telephone Exchange likewise yielded no positive 
results, the only traces of the Wehrmaoht being several hundred army tele- 
phones turned in for repairs and storage. 

The Strandbad near Freudenberg was found to have housed many boxes be- 
longing to the Wehrmacht, which had been kept in the bathing huts. Only a few 
" empty boxes now remained. The proprietor told us the same story that we had 
heard at the station, namely that the army had taken two goods- trucks of papers 
in boxes along the rail track on the western shore of the lake to a spot where' 
the track is cut by a landslide) and had dumped the contents into the water, ' 
which at that point is steeply shelving and deep. This place was then visited. 
Not only would it have been easy to remove any goods from a truck .straight into 
the lake, but there' were .the ashes of a large paper bonfire of files and office’ 
equipment. What few documents were sufficiently whole to enable a few lines' 
to be read appeared to be SS personnel files. The only sheet found intact was 
handed over to the C.I.C. 

The Hotel Freudenberg had been occupied by the Wehrmacht, including, from 
15th April 1 945, a Commmiications Officer, Major Wendt*-, 'and his deputy, 
Stabsintendant Hatz. Teleprinter lines we re installed, connecting with 
Munich, Wendt having a staff of 80 women auxiliaries (these are the teleprinter 
' machines now in the cellar of the Schliersee school). The staff had’ been 
allowed to go free by -the Americans. Hatz returned to Lauf near Nuernberg. 
Major Wendt, on the other hand, with two lorries and a car, fled by road for 
Kitzbuehl on 23rd April. According to the informant, arrival in Kitzbuehl was 
confirmed by one of the party who afterwards returned to Schliersee. 

Virtually no equipment beyond empty boxes and a large- stock of stationeiy 
including many rolls of tape was left behind at the hotel. A quantity of 
radio material, said to be worth seven million Marks, was stated to have been 
dumped into the lake from a raft. 

The hotel is at present in use by the U.S. Army, and immediately before 
their arrival had housed 500 P/Ws . , 

Informant: Ex-German Army Officer, discharged from the Army after leaving 

hospital. ’ He is the owner of the hotel and lives on the premises. He had 
not been there long enough to know much about the men concerned. The details 
of Hatz’s whereabouts came from his wife.

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The following day the Team was again joined by Kunz. After visiting. a 
farm in the valley where the only evidence of ffehrmacht contact was two empty 
army boxes, the party proceeded up the mountain road beyond . Spitzingsee. , 

Here a number of mountain farms and 'Alpine huts were searched, as well as 
Himmler’s hunting lodge, now occupied by ,U.S. troops. Some yielded traces- 
of former occupation, but seldom anything more than^empty boxes .or "Jerrycans", 
about whose contents or history the occupants professed to know nothing more 
than the fact that they had beer} left behind empty. 1 One hut was lived in by 
six Nazi Frenchmen, 'who claimed to be working on the roads, but were said to 
be causing the local population trouble by such acts as sheep stealing. The 
mountain police were aware of their existence. Another cluster of huts 
contained a "lustiges Zigeunerleben" of four ex-Luftwaffe men and three girls.

In nearly all buildings visited during these two days there was direct 
evidence of some former connection with, or occupation by, the German army. 

In no case was there much more than empty boxes to reward extensive searches 
of houses, outhouses, cellars and rafters. The medical staffs naturally 
px-oi'essed complete ignorance, while likely- people who were interrogated had 
never heard of Dr. Schaedel. No one in the F’.A.B. Headquarters was able to 
give any information about him. 

' The F.A.B., however, did react immediately to the word- "Nachrichten", 
and Herr-Reitz (?), apparently one of the leaders of the movement, quickly 
produced from his pocket the following list of wanted persons, which he 
(somewhat dramatically) read aloud; •

The F.A.B. also mentioned a certain Major Wedepohl as having been in 
charge of a radio station communicating, so thought the F.A.B., with Mumau 
(approximately 35 miles from Schliersee) . Wedepohl was described as a' 
centre of anti-Allied resistance^ and was said to have been aided in his 
activities by his secretary, Fraeulein Lilo Zirbes. Two other women, namely 
Sigrid Borgers and Anneli Mueller, who had once had the Feldpostnumme?? 08088, 
subsequently altered to a number ending in 3 02 (first two- digits unknown), 
had also been aqtive at an OKH radio station in the neighbourhood 0 This may 
have been Major Wedepohl *s station, though this is not certain. These two 
women were known to have left the area by way of Miesbach, where it is 
thought they applied to the Military Government for passes to Dortmund. In 
conclusion, the F. A. B. mentioned an Unteroffizier Skow as having been employed 
at Major Wedepohl’ s station, j . , 

Lieutenant Commander Campaigne and Lieutenant Huntington then accompanied 
Hauptmann Kunz to the former billet of Major Wedepohl and Fraeulein Zirbes, 
where, however, no significant information was added. 

On June 28th Captain Howgate contacted Battery H.Q. of 389th Artillery 
Unit, U.S. Army, at Bayrischzell, near Schliersee, in order to obtain assis- 
tance with the radio repairs neoessary on "VALET". In the course of conver- 
sation the Unit Signals Of ficer said that he had located some 20,000 Marks’ 
worth of wireless, equipment in a canyon above Bayrischzell, and that he 
believed that there were other boxes still hidden higher up the ravine. 

This information was passed on to Lieutenant Commander Campaigne who, on 
29th June, sent Lieutenant Talbot -Pons onby and Captain Howgate to investigate 
the subject further. ' • _ / 
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. . The sergeant in charge of the ravine search party was interviewed and 
said that the information leading to the discovery of the hidden wireless 
equipment came from an attendant at a bathing pool in Bavrischsell. He 

the L'i.u , ieo. hl&ati.r the wore believed uy 

the bathing pool attendant to contain food - a belief which had so far 
proved correct by the unearthing of two boxes, both of which were found to 
contain tinned foods. Wien asked whether it might be possible to examine 
the boxes for purposes of identifying the German units concerned, he said 
that they had been left overnight in the ravine and had been stolen by SS. 
men! 



The sergeant said, however, that he could take the officers to the 
bathing pool attendant, who might supply them, with further information about 
the rest of 'the buried boxes, but that, he (the sergeant) was convinced that 
they contained only food. Nobody at 309 Eattery H.Q. knew the name of the 
bathing pool attendant or where he lived., but it was known that he was to be 
found at the battling pool every fine day. Since it had been raining con- 
tinuously for three days, doubts were expressed as- to whether he would be 
available. In spite of this, Lieutenant Talbot-Ponsonby and Captain Howgate 
proceeded to the bathing pool but were unable to locate the attendant. 

Local inhabitants were questioned but did not know where he lived j merely 
that he was to be found at the pool if the weather was good. Since the 
barometer was still . falling and the search appeared hopeless, Lieutenant 
Talbot-Ponsonby and Captain 'Howgate returned to Schliersee and reported to 
Lieutenant Commander Campaigne, who decided that in view of ’the information 
about the probable contents of the burled boxes and in view of the met8reo- 
logical reactions of the bathing peel attendant, the search was to be- 
discontinued.

In conclusion, it is the opinion' of Team 4 that OKW/chi archives are 
very probably not above ground in the immediate Schliersee neighbourhood. 

The material may have been: 

1. dumped into the lake from the railway tracks near the 

landslide on the western shore; 

2. buried’ or otherwise concealed in mountain locations; 

3. evacuated to the south, as far example by Major Wendt 

from Freudenberg.'

LINZ - ARTILIiERIE WAFFENKOMMANDO (HAFENSTR. la) 

Visited 1st July by Lieutenant Commander Campaigne, Lieutenant Talbot- 
Ponsonby' and 30 A.U.

The sheds containing the command showed signs of extensive destruction 
by the Greeks and. Poles after their liberation. Wooden sheds containing 
tools and repair shops had had their contents looted and badly damaged. The 
surrounding fields contained about, fifty searchlights, all of whic^.^ad been 
damaged, and a number- of ships' H.A. guns. . Both these and the searchlights 
were mainly of Italian manufacture. ... 

Nothing of interest -or value was found in the buildings owing to the 
destruction, with the exception of a large range-finder, which was taken- away 
by 30 a.II.: ■ • - - * 

This inspection :led to a visit to the basin of the Danube Flotilla at 
Linz, where members went on board a M.F.P. to corroborate the details heard 
about the Artillerle'Tfeff enkoamando . The massive air-raid shelter on the 
quay was examined and found to be full of ammunition. • .

''GRUNDLSEE" TARGET - 

In the afternoon, after' arranging billets at Bad Ischl, Lieutenant 
Commander Campaigne and Lieutenants Besant and Coggin left to find the C.P.V.A, 
laboratory at Grundlsee, over the Poescher Pasz. Nothing was' found at 
Grundlsee, but hearing that the nexr6 lake, Toeplitzsee, was guarded, the party 
went there. A sign on' the lake bottom verified that it was C.P.V.A. The 
U.S. Navy was competently exploiting the target. 

The lake is very remote, being reachable by a road only a jeep can 
negotiate. An attempt had been made to bring a cliff dowh across the road 
by undermining it with explosives. The laboratory was the purest makeshift, 
being made of logs, without , heat or running water.' 

'On the lake were numerous buoys and pontoons, thd latter of. the type 
used by aeroplanes. The biggest were approximately twenty-seven feet long, 
indicating a plane much too big to land on that lake. 

A great deal of material had been dumped into the lake, and was being 
sought for by divers,, who were not there at the time, but who came perio- 
dically from Linz. ; ,

The building is' a corivent-with the nuns iii possession. It is out of 
bounds to troops, but its rooms are unlocked and are easy of access to the 
numerous Austrian civilians who attend classes in English on ;the first floor. 
Rooms on all floors apart from the first are unused and those on the second 
floor are empty of all documents and equipment. 

The basement contains a miscellaneous collection of Wehrmacht papers of 
ho apparent value; ■ the ground floor, a considerable quantity of personnel 
records, in deep disorder. Opposite the foot of the stairs is a heavy metal 
safe, 6* x 4' x 3S locked, in the Upper portion of the back of which a hole 
- has-been cut (photograph available). This, however, exposes to view only 
the upper compartment, which is emRtyj A similar Saffe, locked and undamaged, 
is in the ground floor room nearest the kitchen. The buns declared thisms elves 
unable to open these safes. 

One room on the top floor (third) proved to have housed the Marinedruok- 
schriftenverwaltung of MOK Sued, records, and documents of which constituted 
one of Team 4's two principal targets, (The extent of exploitation by Team 2 
was ,not known at /the time that. TICOM received further intelligence to the . 
effect that this target required further examination).

This room was still in the condition fully described in Team 2's Report. 
Between the first and second visits of Team 4, considerable destruction of 
Enigma machines had occurred. Mrs. Churchill, an Austrian now employed by 
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the C.I.C., and Lieutenant Eiband, U.S.N.Ifc,, Liaison Officer, informed Team 4 
that numerous parties of. specialists had visited the room and had removed 
documents. Among' these parties were Lieutenant (j.g.) McNees, U.S.N.R., 
T-Porce, 29 May; Commander Colemans; U. S.N.E.; Lieutenant Parker, R,N.V,R. 
Major Griffiths of T-Force stated that a list of some materials removed was 
on file with T~Force in Salsburg. 

Team ‘(-made a thorough and aystwnatio search of the remainder of the 
material, and removed the following items, some of which were buried under a 
portion of the fallen ceiling, -itself covered to a depth of about 2 feet by 
a sodden mass of charred paper.
